STRICKEN BY A PESTILBNCP. 


THE YELLOW FEVER IN BUBNOS AYRIM— 
FRIGHTFUL MORTALITY—OVER 700 
INTERMENTS IN A &SINGLB 
DAY AND 12,000 sINCcB 
FEBRUARY 1. 


Morevipeo, April 15.—Our neighboring 
city of Buenos Ayres is suffering from a ter- 
rible pestilence. On February Ist, the yel- 
low fever broke out in the northern quarter 
of the city, but did not create any alarm at 
first, as during the entire month the average 
mortality was only about12aday. On March 
ist there were 35 fatal cases, and the number 
gradually increased, reaching 204 on the 18th, 
and 837 0n the 28th. On Saturday, one week 
ago to-day, there were 501 interments; on 
Sunday 749 bedies were counted at the ceme- 
tery gates, and the daily average mortality 
for the week has been 450. The total num- 
ber since the scourge began is over 12,000. 

Rich and poor are alike stricken with the 
malady. Gen. Bartolome Mitre, ex-President 
of the Argentine Republic, and his entire 
family have been affected, and Col. Frederico 
Mitre, his son, dicd on Tuesday last, Gen. 
Rivas is just pronounced out of danger, but 
Gen. Mansilla, Col. Rodriguez, Senor Balles- 
tero, a member of the Public Commission ; 
Viton, Deputy of the Chambers; Don Maximo 
Lopez Torres, Don Mateo Astrango, Don 
Francisco Carrera and wife, Don Miguel 
Hortiguera, and other prominent officials and 
citizens have perished within a few days. 
Families have been broken up and scattered. 
In some instances husbands have abandoned 
their dying wives, mothers have left their 
children to die alone, and in many cases 
whole families have been swept away. As 
many as five or six corpses have been discov- 
ered in a single house. A new cemetery has 
been opened in the eaapo south of the city, 
and a tram railroad laid to it. The bodies are 
carried out on the trucks packed like freight. 
There is no time to construct coffins, and the 
stcck on hand was long since exhausted. In 
some instances the undertakers have fled from 
the terrible harvest of business that the pesti- 
lence has caused. 

The population of the city, which ten 
weeks ago nurrbered at least 200,000 souls, is 
now reduced to 40,000. About 150,000 have 
fled their homes, some taking refuge in Men- 
tervido and the towns wg 3 Parana river, 
but the larger portion are in the campo, with- 
in a distance of from ten to fifty miles of 
Buenos Ayres. The miserable mud huts of 
the peasants in the district have been besieged 
with tenants from among the wealth and 
aristocracy of the republic, and in some cases 
are receiving from $250 to $500 per month 
rent. Families who lived in luxury two 
months ago are now cowering among these 
mud huts and sleeping upon beds laid upon 
the floor of earth. 

Those who remain in the city are mostly 
of the poorer class, who have rot the means 
to leave, and the Public Commission, a phi- 
lanthropic association, organized for the 
emergency, is now proposing to send away 
on the railroad such as are not yet affected 
by the fever. 

This Commission consists of some 800 
members, many of great wealth and good 
position. Several of them have already been 
sacrificed to their self-imposed duty, but the 
work is spe on hs e Com- 
mission has supreme control over o_o 
in the doomed city, and has just proc dined 
a feast for twenty days. This has been re- 
solved upon to present financial disaster or 
embarrassment among the commercial 
houses, consequent upon the total stagnation 
of business. Of course all drafts, 
pills of exchange and maturing cemmercial 
paper of every description are in abeyance 
during that time, and the proclamation of 
the feast, in fact, prohibits business or labor 
of every kind. 

On the 12th, the Bank of London and the 
Rio dela Plata closed its doors, it will not 
resume business till the end of the month. A 
quarantine has been established in all the 
river towns, and for alt practical purposes 
Buenos Ayres is shut out from the world.

General 
Garlington welcomed Mr. Davis in a speech as beauti- 
ful and chaste as it was brief and appropriate. 

Genera! Garlington spoke, in substance, as follows : 

Mr. Davis; As the organ of the citizens of Atlanta, 
I beg to tender to you their heartfelt welcome to your 
| coming im their midst. This tribute is offered to you 
by true and honest hearts and no 
by servile followers. It is offered to you by 
& people whom you represented ina great struggle 
for the guarantees of liberty, which they had foheri!- 
el from anoble ancestry. It has no political signifi. 
cance—it is the homage of hearts overflowing with 
gratitude for public services rendered to the canse of 
freedom and independence. You, sir, was the chosen 
chief of a brave and chivalrous people, whose cause 
wnt down ander the accumulated weight of adver.e 
circumstances which no effort of daring, courage, or 
statesinanship could control. Its failure was one of 
those inscrutable events which baffle human wisdom 
and foresight. But, sir, this failure has left no blot 
or stain upon your proud record. This truth is writ- 
ten on history's page and engraven in in- 
delible letters upon the hearis of the brave and 
true men of the South. In the terrible ordeal through 
which they have passed since the sad reverses which 
befell their arms, your name has been treasured as a ea- 
cred thing, your brave soldiers honor it, our noble wo- 
men respect and love it, and our gallant boys, catching 
the inspiration of their fathers’ and mothers’ hearts, 
cherish it as one of the few, the immortal names 
that are not born to die. 

In the name of this people, I welcome you to-night, 
and tender you their love, respect, and admiration. 
The canse for which you and they encountered the 
dangers of flood and ficld is now obscured ; but the 
principies of liberty—American constitutional lib- 
erty—for which yun and they dared to do or die, are 
imperishable. They wil) in due fullness of time assert 
their supremacy over wrong and tyranny 
The freemen of Amcrica willin the end be true to 
themselves, though now they must submit to the fate 
that bas befallen them, and in the plaintive language 
of a favorite bard, exclaim : 
‘“ Farl that banner; true ‘tis gory, 
Bat ‘tis wreathed aroupd with glory, 
And ‘twi!l live in song and story, 
Thoagh its folds are in the dust, 
For its fame, on brightest pages, 
Sung by poets, penned by sages— 
Shall go sounding down te agcs—
